Lots 27-88 have been removed from Easton Lodge, Dunmow, Essex, the seat of the 

Maynard family, built by Sir Henry Maynard, Secretary to Lord Burghley (died 

1616), whose son, William, was created a Baronet in 1611, Baron Maynard of 

Wicklow, Ireland, in 1620, and Baron Maynard of Estaines Parva in 1628. 

His great-grandson, Charles Maynard, was in 1766 created Baron M aynard of 

Much Easton and Viscount Maynard, all the titles in that family becoming 
extinct on the death of the third Viscount in 1865.
